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Side of the Equator with her 5 and the contrary: 
Are not the Tides alfo of longer Duration in that 
Cafe ? Since a greater Portion of the Hemifphcroid, 
into which the Sea is formed by the Moon's Attrac- 
tion, is then above the Horizons of thefe Places, 
than is below them. If this is found to be Fad, it 
will alfo be found, that the Duration in different 
Places (other things alike) will be in fome mcafure 
proportional to their Latitudes, and tlie Declination 
of the Moon. 

f. In an oblique Sphere, all Azimuth Circles cut 
the Equator and its Parallels obliquely 5 and there- 
fore the Moon niuft come fooner tOj or from, a 
given Azimuth, with one Declination than with an- 
other. In fome Latitudes this Difference will amount 
to feveral Hours. Is it not then a falfe Rule to ^udge 
of the Times of high or low Water by the Moon's 
Azimuth, or to fignify one by the other, as is the 
Cuftom of Sailors ? 



XIII. Some Account of the Remains of John 
Tradefcant's Garden at Lambeth ; by Mr. 
W. Watfon K R. S. 

Read May 25. yy PON a Vifit made to Mr. John 
^ ^'^^' kJ Tradefcanfh Garden at South Lam- 

beth ^ May 21, 1749. by Dr. Mitchell zn^ myfelf, 
were obferved the under-mention'd exotic Plants. 

This Garden was planted by the above-mention'd 
Gentleman about an hundred and twenty Years fince, 
and was, except that of Mr. John Gerard^ the Author 

of 
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of the Herbal, probably the firft botanical Garden iti 
England. The Founder, after many Years fpent ia 
the Service of the Lord Treafurer Salishtiry, Lord 
Wotton, &c. travell'd feveral Years, and procured a 
great Variety of Plants and Seeds before not known 
in England i to feveral of which at this time the 
Gardeners give his Name, as a Mark of Diflinftion , 
as Trade/cant's Spider wort, Trade/cant's Afler, Tra- 
defcant's Daffodil. He firft planted here the Cttpref- 
fiisAmerkanus Acacia fol'tis deciduis, which has been 
'ilncc fo much cftccm'd, and is now one of the great 
Ornaments of the Dukeof yfr^;'//'s Garden at Wttton. 
iMr. Tradefcanfs Garden has now been many Yeais 
totally negleded, and the Houfe belonging to it 
empty and ruin'd ; and though the Garden is quite 
covcr'd with Weeds, there remain among them ma- 
niftft Footfteps of its Founder. We found there the 
Eon ago latifolia Jempernjirens of C. B. Polvgona- 
tum 'vulgar e latifolium C. B. Ariftolochia clema- 
tit is reSia C. B. and "Dracontium T>od. There are 
vet remaining two Trees of the Arbutus, the largeO 
i have fecn ; which, from their being fo long ufed 
to our Winters, did not fuffer by the feverc Colds 
of 172P and 1740, when moft of their kind were 
kill'd throughout England. In the Orchard there 
IS a Tree of the Rhamnus catharticus, about 20 
Feet high, and near a Foot in Diameter, by much 

the ereateft I ever faw. 

It" is not unlikely but there may be feveral other 
Plants yet remaining in the Garden, but flouriiliing at 
a different Time ot the Year,
